REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 35 and 
the claims dependent thereon have been allowed because the Applicants have limited 
their claim 35 to recite a "compound consisting of the chalcogen and metal elements" 
and this limitation distinguishes the claims from U. S. Pat. 6,835,320 B1 which discloses 
a "compound" of the general formula AlaZn b (OH) c (S0 4 )d ■ 1H 2 0 (please see Example 1 
in col. 14). Independent claims 41 and 49 and the claims dependent thereon have been 
allowed because the limitations of these claims are not taught or suggested in U. S. Pat. 
6,835,320 B1.
